Import mt Decision —-The Philade!phia Friend states 
that a recent trial of a negro man and his family, ar- 
rested as fugitive slaves, before the Supreme Court of 
New Jersey, has resulted in the discharge of the pris. 
uners and the establishment of somne important princi- 
ples in relation to the arrest of slaves in free states 
The trial was along and deeply interesting one. Da. 
vid Paul Biown, the eminent abolition Jawyer of Phil. 
adelphia, and Theodore Frelinghuysen, were counsel 
for the fugitives. Chief Justice Hornblower expressed 
itas his decided opinion, that the law of Congress 
regulating the arrest of fugitive slaves is unconstitu. 
tional, because no power is given by the constitution 
to Congress for legislating on the subject, 2d. That 
every person, white or biack, free ot slave, was enti- 
tled to atrial by jury in New Jersey. 3d. That the 
color of a person should no longer be considered as 
presumptive evidence of slavery in that State.— Essex
